Indianapolis, Aug. 20.—Two live* 
were lost and two records broken dur­ 
ing the inauguration of the Indianapo­ 
lis 
motor 
speedway. William 
A 
Bourque, driver of the Knox car in 
the 250-mile race, and Harry Holcomb, 
his mechanician, were killed In the 
frenzied carnival of speed. 
Barney Oldfield, driving a high 
power Benz, covered a mile in 43 1-10 
seconds, breaking De Palma’s mark 
of 61 seconds, and Louis Chevrolet in 
a Buick negotiated ten miles in the 
marvelous tim e of 8:56 4-10, cutting 
Oldfield’s time of 9:12. 
Both these 
are new American track marks. 
Robert Burman won the 250-mile 
race, the feature of the day, and the 
contest that cost Bourque and Hol­ 
comb their lives. The winner’s time 
was 4:38:157 4-10—slow because of the 
many accidents that marred the race. 
The Stoddard-Dayion (Clements) was 
second in 4:46:018-10, and the Na­ 
tional 
(Merz) 
finished 
third 
in 
4:52:39 7-10. 
Another National with 
Kincaid at the wheel was the only 
other car of ten starters to finish the 
long grind. 


Changes Must Bs Made. 
The death of the two men caused 
the American # Automobile association 
to issue an ultimatum to the owners 
of the big track that certain changes 
must be made at once or the sanction 
for the event will be withdrawn. The 
American Automobile association de­ 
mands that the track be freed from 
the many and dangerous ruts, which 
are said to be unavoidable in a new 
track, and th at every inch of it be 
thoroughly oiled and tarred. 
Only a 
portion in front of the grand stand 
was oiled and the dust on the other 
parts is blamed for the collapse of 
two drivers in the long race—Louis 
Chevrolet and Fred Ellis—who were 
blinded by the dense white m ist that 
covered the major portion of the 
track. 
Two records were broken and the 
first day of the immense track proved 
fair to be an unqualified success when 
a pall was cast over the crowd of 12,- 
000 speed mad spectators by the sud­ 
den death of Bourque and Holcomb. 
The Knox car was in second place 
with Burman in his Buisk, leading and 
had covered nearly 150 miles when 
the crash came. While coming down 
the home stretch, the car suddenly 
swerved and tore into the fence at 
the left of the track, turning complete­ 
ly over and pinning its two occupants 
beneath it. 
Both men were alive 
when taken from under the ill-fated 
machine, but Bourque died in the am­ 
bulance on the way to the emergency 
hospital. 
Holcomb lived a few min­ 
utes longer, but was dead soon after 
ha arrived at the hospital. 
Stories as to the cause of the acci­ 
dent vary and no one will ever know 
what really caused the car of death 
to swerve from the track. 


REH0IST THE GREEK FLAG 


Armed Inhabitants of Candia Defy the 
Militia. 
Canea, Island of Crete, Aug. 20.— 
The armed inhabitants of Candia, the 
largest city of Crete, rehoisted the 
Greek flag In the presence of a squad 
of militia, who were powerless to pre­ 
vent the proceedings. A conflict was 
averted through the intervention of 
the Metropolitan, who begged the offi­ 
cers to ..confine the soldiers to their 
barracks. * 
The consuls of the powers have rte 
manded th at the government of Crete 
give a written guarantee that the 
Greek flag will not be hoisted after 
the departure of the international 
squadron. 
The government replied it 
will do so when order has been re­ 
stored at Candia. 


GREAT WAR GAME IS ENDED 


Not Yet Known Which Army W a* 
Victorious. 
Boston, Aug. JO—The war game, 
which has been conducted in South­ 
eastern Massachusetts during the past 
week, has ended, but whether Boston, 
which was the objective poipt of the 
invading army under Brigadier Gen­ 
eral Tasker H. Bliss, was really cap­ 
tured theoretically or whether the 
M assachusetts troops, commanded by 
General William A. Pew, succeeded in 
repulsing the attack of the red and 
blocking the path to Boston, i3 a 
(patter which is still clouded in mys­ 
tery. 
I. 
General Bliss expressed confidence 
that he had won the victory and that 
the decision of the umpires when it is 
ultimately given will be in his favor. 
He declared that he had opened a 
way to Boston. On the other hand, 
General Pew and his lieutenants and 
some of the umpires and other regu­ 
lar army officers In the blue camp de­ 
clare th at the advantage of the posi­ 
tion at the close of hostilities lay 
with the blues. 
At the end of the battle the head 
of the arm y of invasion was at Asso­ 
r t , a mile or two from Hanover four 
corners, while the head of General 
Pew’s arm y was not more than 200 
yards distant, and was said by the 
blue officers to occupy a position 
where it could rake with a deadly fire 
the troopa of the reds, should an ad­ 
vance be made along that road. Al­ 
ready orders for disbanding the army 
of the reds have been* given and today 
will see the troops from New York 
and New Jersey on their way home. 
The District of Columbia troops will 
go to Hingham camp ground by invi­ 
tation of the First corps of cadets, 
Boston’s crack military organisation, 
and will go into camp there for a day 
before taking ship for New York.

Cannon Falls, Minn., Aug. 20.—Har­ 
low Sirren, aged seventeen years, was 
drowned in the Cannon river here. 
The boy was an employe of the Good­ 
hue mills here, and was swimming 
above the mill dam, in which a large 
breach had been,torn by descending 
timbers during the recent floods. He 
was caught by the current and swept 
into this broach. 


W est Point, N. Y., Aug. 20.—The ru­ 
mors of suspension and expulsion that 
have buzzed about the United States 
military academy for the past two 
months found official confirmation in 
a final order signed by the secretary 
of war and approved by the president 
for the dismissal of seven cadets. The 
text of the order has not yet been 
made public, but it is known that the 
oadets named are John H. Booker, Jr., 
of W est Point, Va., first class; Rich­ 
ard W. Hocker, Kansas City, Mo., 
third class: Sarle W. Dunmore, Utica, 
N. Y., third class; Chauncey C. De­ 
vore, Wheeling, W. Va., third class; 
Gordon Lefebvre, Richmond, Va., third 
class; Albert Crane, Hawarden, la., 
third class; Jacob S. Fortner, Dothan, 
Ala., third class. 
The offense charged Is hazing. 
On the morning of June 14, last, 
Cadet Rolando Sutton of the fourth or 
plebe class, a brother of Lieutenant 
Sutton of the marine corps, whose 
death has been under investigation 
by a court of inquiry, reported sick 
and was ordered to the hospital, badly 
bruised and suffering great pain. 
He 
did not report for duty again until 
twenty-three days later and his case 
immediately became a m atter of con­ 
cern to the upper classmen, when it 
was seen that the authorities intended 
to dig to the bottom of it. 
Before the board of investigation 
which was ordered, Sutton, true to the 
unwritten code of the corps, proved a 
most reticent witness. 
Sutton’s tes 
timony, as transcribed on the records, 
has not been given out, but the gos­ 
sip has been that, though he gave a 
complete narrative of his adventures 
on the night of June 53, he professed 
to have been unable to recognize any 
of his assailants.

President Taft Does Not Shat­ 
ter Auto Records. 


BUT TWENTY MILES AN HOUR 


Chief Executive’s Chauffeur H at In­ 


structions Not to Exceed That Limit 


And He Hat Not Done So Recently. 


Secretary of the Navy Meyer Meet# 


the President and They Discuss De­ 


partmental Matters. 


Beverly, Mass., Aug. 20.—President 
Taft combined a little official busi­ 
ness with his golf during the day. He 
met the secretary of the navy, Mr. 
Meyer, at the Myopia club and talked 
departmental m atters over with him 
both before and after he had played 
around the eighteen holes course and 
had lost a two-baM match to Captain 
Butt, by one up. 
Secretary Meyer has but recently 
returned from a fishing trip in Cana­ 
da. 
President Taft used to spend all 
of his summers in Canada, and Mr. 
Meyer told him some stories of the 
weather and sport that made the sim­ 
ple north shore pleasure seem tame 
in comparison. 
Mr. Meyers’ home is 
at Hamilton, almost within a stone’s 
throw of the Myopia links and within 
fifteen minutes by motor from Presi­ 
dent Taft’s cottage. 
Stories that have gone abroad about 
the great speed at which President 
Taft’s chauffeur takes the chief mag­ 
istrate along the smooth oiled road­ 
ways about Beverly have caused the 
summer White House mail to be flood­ 
ed with letters from timid admirers 
of Mr. Taft, urging that Robinson, who 
drives the president’s car the greater 
part of the time, be directed to ex­ 
ercise more caution. 
Some of the 
writers have enclosed clippings from 
newspapers telling of fatal automobile 
accidents both in this country and 
abroad. 
It is a fact that the president does 
like to go fast when out in a machine 
and the day is fine, but to reassure 
those who have taken the interest to 
write, it was officially announced that 
Robinson has specific instructions not 
to exceed twenty miles per hour at 
any time and that the needle on the 
speedometer, which remains fixed at 
the maximum speed until reset, never 
nowadays shows a fraction above the 
twenty-mile mark. The president’s car 
is passed by nearly every other car on 
the road and the temptation to re 
taliate rises strong within the profes­ 
sional chauffeur’s breast, but Robin­ 
son is obeying instructions to the let­ 
ter. 
Mr. Taft also is fond of the 
thrill of fast riding, but the late af­ 
ternoon trips are modest affairs so 
far as speed is concerned. 
President 
and Mrs. Taft motored to Magnolia. 
Senator William W arner of Missou­ 
ri, who is spending the summer at 
Nahant, had an hour’s talk with Presi­ 
dent Taft. Mrs. Taft was with him 
and while the call was largely social 
in character, Senator W arner found 
time to discuss a bit of politics. The 
president is anxious that Missouri 
having been won twice in successive 
presidential years shall be kept in the 
Republican column.

Men of the United States Not So Re­ 
ligious as Women. 
Washington, Aug. 20.—Standing out 
as a conspicuous feature of a bulletin 
Issued by the census bureau entitled 
"Census of Religious Bodies,” is tho 
fact th at out of a church membership 
In the United States in 1906 of nearly 
23,000,000, males formed considerably 
less than half of the total. 
Of the total church membership re­ 
ported by the various religious bodies 
and classified by sex, 43.1 per cent 
were males and 65.9 were females. 
Among the Protestants the difference 
was granter, only 39.3 per cent being 
males, while in the Roman Catholic 
church the males formed 49.3 per 
cent of the total membership.

Of the total estimated population of 
continental United States In 1906, the 
church members formed 39.1 per cent.

BRAINERD MAY GET 
ANOTHER RAILROAD 


Hew York Engineers Known to Hare 
Investigated Old Cross Lake 
Railroad 


WOULD EXTEND IT BOTH WAYS 


Tap the Northern Pacific Near Brain­ 
erd and Great Northern 
at Bena 
Brainerd may get another railroad 
In the near future. 
The old Cross 
Bake logging road, running from 
Cross lake, Crow Wing county, north 
about 4 0 miles, to tap the Leach lake 
waters, has been lying idle for over 
a year, and it was generally thought 
that eventually 
it would 
be 
dis­ 
mantled. 
There seems, however, rea­ 
son to believe that it has become a 
link in a railroad running north from 
Brainerd to tap the Great Northern 
at Bena. 
A short time ago Wesley Curo, of 
Jenkins, received a letter from Mr. 
Chute, one of the heavy stockholders 
of the Northland Pine Co., which 
owns the road, telling him to meet a 
certain party of gentlemen and show 
them over the property. They proved 
to be railroad engineers from New 
York. 
Mr. Curo saw the maps of the prop­ 
osition, which was, as stated above, 
to tap the Great Northern at Bena 
and the Northern Pacific at or near 
Brainerd. 
They would, of course, 
say nothing as to their decision, if 
any was made, on the proposition, 
But Mr. Curo was satisfied that they 
were there for business. 
It is stated th at there are about 
100,000,000 feet of logs still tribu- 
tory to the proposed line which would 
in th at event, probably be put into 
the Mississippi river at Brainerd. 
The Boo interests are known to 
have made a thorough investigation 
of this property a few m onths ago, 
and w hether this is also in their in­ 
terests ar w hether as others surmise, 
it is in the interests of the Great 
N orthern, or w hether it is an entire­ 
ly independent scheme, is of course, 
unknown. 
Some who have kept well posted on 
railroad m atters, express the belief 
th a t it is some line seeking a shorter 
route from the tw in cities to In ter­ 
national Falls than th at of the Min­ 
nesota & International railway.

Southern Railroads Decline to Have 
President’s Car on Regular Trains. 
President Taft will not be able to 
travel unostentatiously through all of 
the south on his coming trip this fall, 
as be had planned, as an example of 
democracy. 
The railroads of Texas, 
however, are not disposed to take the 
risk of transporting the president’s car 
on the regular trains, but have deter­ 
mined to compel him to accept a special 
train. 
Word reached Washington recently 
that the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
management in Texas has flatly de­ 
clined to take chances in attaching Mr. 
Taft's car to the regular fast trains on 
his forthcoming journey.

FAMOUS OCEAN LINER. 


Cunard Steamship Lucama, Damaged 
by Firs, Ones Queen of the Ocean. 
The Lucania, one of the best known 
ships of the Cunard line, which was 
recently submerged at the Huskissou 
dock a t Liverpool, England, to extin­ 
guish a fire th at seriously damaged 
her, left New York on July 7 on ber 
last trip and was to be thoroughly 
overhauled before returning in Octo­ 
ber. The ship, now sixteen years old. 
w as launched from the yards of the 
Fairfield company, limited, Glasgow. 
in July, 1893. She is 601 feet in length. 
65 feet in breadth and has a detfth of 
hold of nearly 38 feet. 
Her gross ton­ 
nage is 12,952, and her first trips 
made her the acknowledged “queen of 
th e ocean” at th at time. 
W ith her trip of 5 days, 7 hours and 
23 m inutes for the westward voyage 
from D aunt’s rock to Sandy Hook 
lightship and her eastw ard voyage of 
5 days, 8 hours and 25 minutes, made 
in October, 1894, the Lucania was the 
unbeaten steam ship of the world until 
the advent of the Deutschland, of the 
H am burg-American line. 
The latter 
steam ship w rested the pennant of the 
A tlantic from the Cunarder, and the 
Germ ans kept it with the ships of the 
North German Lloyd until th e last 
Cunard turbine driven fliers cam e iuto 
service. 
The Lucania is an imposing looking 
vessel with two funnels rising 120 feet 
in the air. She is amply provided with 
w ater tight com partments and cost 
about $3,500,000. 
One of the features of the Lucania 
w as her big dining saloon, fitted with 
m assive Spanish mahogany, w ith hand 
carved panels, and the broad compau 
ionway leading from the promenade 
deck was of the same costly wood 
The saloon skylight, which is reported 
to be destroyed, was fitted with hand 
Borne stained glass panes, hand painted 
by well known artists, which were 
very much adm ired when the ship 
cam e out. 
H er lounge, music room 
and library, on the prom enade deck, 
formed a suit of rooms th at w as not 
aurpassed in the Atlantic trade until 
the M auretania and Lusitania appear 
Ad. 
In discussing the fire one of the 
C unard officials said that the Lucania 
would now be refitted throughout with 
cabins built on a different plan and 
m uch larger than the old ones. 
She 
w ill also, it was said, be fitted with 
another deck above fth e promenade 
deck, and the dining saloon will be 
moved up from the main deck to the 
prom enade deck to comply w ith mod­ 
ern ideas. 
T he Lucania had heretofore never 
m et w ith a serious accident. 
In 1898 
a platen rod broke, which delayed the 
•hip on her voyage to New York. but 
other than many voyages m ade longer 
by reason of stress of w eather there 
w as no serious happening. 


BREWING COMPANY 
PRESIDENT INVOLVED 


Pittsburg, Aug. 20.—T hree thousand 
strikers lined the banks of the Ohio 
river and men in the crowd fired more 
than IOO shots from pistols when the 
Pressed Steel Car company a t Mc­ 
Kees Rocks landed fifty more im port­ 
ed men from the steam er P. M. Pfeil. 
The m en were taken to the works 
from the Bellevue station. 
A detail 
of ten troopers of the state constabu 
lary in command of a sergeant, all 
mounted, sallied from th e plant at 
the boat pulled near th e landing place 
and held th e strik ers in check and 
dispersed them . 
It is said some ol 
the shots fired struck the boat, but no 
one was injured. 
Deputy sheriffs arrested an im port­ 
ed w orkingm an from Philadelphia on 
a charge of breaking windows inside 
the plant of the car company. 
Aftei 
his arrest the man inform ed the sher­ 
iff th a t his reason for breaking the 
windows was simply to get out of the 
plant, as every request he had made 
of forem en to be perm itted to go out 
side had been refused. 
The arrested 
m an also said he, w ith 200 other men 
had been hired in Philadelphia, as 
well as about 700 In New York, and 
had been told they w ere to work in 
an open plant as riveters and heaters. 
Oil the strength of th e charge made 
by th e m an, Sheriff G um bert of A ile 
gheny county officially investigated 
the com plaint 
Sensational charges are being made 
by strike leaders concerning alleged 
actions of the deputy sheriffs and 
state constabulary. 
The strik ers say they have w it­ 
nessed th e efforts of the imported 
w orkingm en to pass the guards sta­ 
tioned a t the gates of the car plant 
and have seen the im ported men beat­ 
en back by clubs.
